Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by

And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  when  any  person  shall  die  in 
the  said  city  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
physician  who  attended  during  his  or  her 
last  illness,  or  the  coroner,  when  the  case 
comes  under  his  notice,  to  furnish  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  the  death  to  the 
undertaker,  or  other  person  or  persons
